ONE  NATION  UNDER 
GOD  .  .  .  .Americans  are  gene¬ 
rally  a  very  tolerant  people. 
They  have  overlooked  many 
treasonous  speeches  by  univ¬ 
ersity  professors  and  unwashed 
beatniks.  But  when  our  flag  was 
contempuously  burned  in  a  pub¬ 
lic  park  a  few  weeks  ago, 
Americans  of  many  differing 
opinions  demonstrated  again 
last  Saturday  that  we  can  still 
unite  as  one  force  against  our 
enemies.  We  demonstrated  It  in 
1941  when  the  Japanese  attack¬ 
ed  us  at  Pearl  Harbor.  The 
Communists  are  aware  of  this 
trait  of  Americans  and  have 
avoided  attacking  us  openly.  The 
flag-burning  incident  was  one 
of  their  errors. 

An  estimated  250,000  people 
from  New  York,  Long  Island, 
Westchester,  Brooklyn,  Staten 
Island,  New  Jersey,  and  Conn¬ 
ecticut  marched  down  Fifth  Ave. 
In  New  York  in  an  8  1/2  hour 
parade  to  “Support  Our  Boys 
in  Vietnam.’’  It  was  twice  the 
number  that  the  Communist- 
Inspired  Peace  Mobilization  of 
April  15th  drew  which  took  six 
months  to  prepare  and  needed 
a  nationwide  recruitment  to 
produce  Its  number.  The 
Americans  who  marched  last 
Saturday  came  only  from  the 
metropolitan  area  and  it  took 
only  three  weeks  to  prepare. 

It  was  an  inspiring  sight 
to  look  up  the  avenue  and,  as 
far  as  eye  could  see,  a  solid 
mass  of  American  flags  carr¬ 
ied  by  the  marchers  seemed 
to  move  In  an  endless  stream. 
Many  of  the  signs  were  hand¬ 
printed.  Some  read:  “America - 
love  it  or  leave  It!  Vigor,  Valor, 
Victory.  Hey,  Hey,  WhadyaSay  - 
Let’s  All  Support  the  USA!’’ 


and  one  simply  said  “We  love 
our  country”.  One  contingent 
of  submarine  veterans  carried 
a  placard  reading,  “We’ll  Sink 
‘Em  Again!” 

Among  the  many  interesting 
floats  were  the  veterans’  “40- 
and-8”  locomotives.  Another 
depicted  the  Berlin  Wall,  and 
had  markers  reading:  “China 
Died  Here,  Hungary  Died 
Here,”  etc.  Many  trucks  re¬ 
presented  various  union  locals 
with  members  sitting  on  the 
top  and  on  the  hood.  Another 
Inspiring  unit  was  that  of  the 
Blue  Army  which  seemed  many 
blocks  long.  The  banners  de¬ 
picted  praying  hands  and  the 
marchers  carried  a  statue  of 
Our  Lady  of  Fatima.  The  group 
sang  “Holy  God  We  Praise 
Thy  Name”. 

There  were  youngsters 
dressed  In  three-cornered  hats 
with  colorful  uniforms  of  Revo¬ 
lutionary  War  soldiers,  playing 
the  fife  and  drums.  There  was  a 
large  division  of  the  United 
Block  Association  children 
from  Harlem  dressed  in  green 
uniforms  with  green  berets. 

The  captive  nations,  Hun¬ 
gary,  Roumania,  Bulgaria,  Lit¬ 
huania  and  others  were  rep¬ 
resented  with  the  marchers  In 
native  costume. 

Many  of  the  paraders  were 
chanting  ditties  for  victory. 
Some  sang  the  Star  Spangled 
Banner,  God  Bless  America, 
Battle  Hymn  of  the  Republic, 
Over  There,  the  marine  and 
artillery  songs,  and  Yankee 
Doodle. 

In  addition  to  veterans  or¬ 
ganizations  marching,  there 
were  firemen  and  policemen, 
union  men,  school  and  college

Telephone  Day

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TRENTON,  N.  J.,  MAY  11  — 
Governor  Richard  J.  Hughes 
joined  with  president  Johnson  in 
proclaiming  May  11  Telephone 
Day,  marking  the  installation  of 
the  nation’s  100  millionth  tele¬ 
phone. 

For  the  first  time,  the 
President  talked  simultan¬ 
eously  to  governors  throughout 
the  country  over  a  special 
communications  network  link¬ 
ing  the  White  House  with  state 
capitals  and  San  Juan,  Puerto 
Rico,  and  Charlotte  Amalie,  the 
U.  S.  Virgin  Islands. 

The  President  and  each  of 
the  governors  used  gold  tele¬ 
phones.  symbolic  of  the  actual 
100  millionth  telephone  which 
was  installed  somewhere  in  the 
nation  last  week.  There  was  no 
attempt  to  pinpoint  the  precise 
instrument. 

The  ceremony  marked  a 
milestone  for  the  Bell  System 
and  2,300  Independent  telephone 
companies.  In  1953,  the  industry 
installed  its  50  millionth  phone. 

Bell  and  Independents  pro¬ 
vide  this  country  with  the  lar¬ 
gest  and  by  far  the  best  comm¬ 
unications  in  the  world.  Bell 
serves  83,600,000  telephones 
and  the  2,300  Independents  op¬ 
erate  16,400,000.  With  only  6 
per  cent  of  the  world’s  popu¬ 
lation,  the  U.  S.  has  almost 
half  the  world’s  telephones. 

Governor  Hughes  called  the 
nation’s  telephone  network  ano¬ 
ther  tribute  to  the  private  enter¬ 
prise  system  which  has  pro¬ 
vided  Americans  with  the 
highest  standard  of  living  in  the 
recorded  history  of  mankind. 
He  addressed  state  government 
officials  and  leaders  of  the  tele¬ 
phone  industry  in  the  State 
House  after  they  heard  the 
President’s  message  over  loud¬ 
speakers. 

The  assembly  in  the  State 
House  paralleled  the  White 
House  ceremony.  In  Washing¬ 
ton,  H.  I.  Romnes,  board  chair¬ 
man  of  the  American  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Co.,  H.  Dail 
Holderness,  president  of  the 
U.  S.  Independent  Telephone 
Association,  and  other  industry 
leaders  were  joined  by  govern¬ 
mental,  regulatory  and  labor 
officials  in  saluting  the  100 
millionth  telephone. 

In  Trenton,  the  state’s  In¬ 
dependent  companies  were  rep¬ 
resented  by  Gordon  Camp,  dis¬
